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Court awards bids 
for bridge projects 



New technology at Morgan County ARH 
is big help in fight against osteoporosis 



WEST LIBERTY, Ky. —The statis- 
tics are startling — 25 million Ameri- 
cans have osteoporosis and 50,000 
thousand people die each year because 
of it — yet, most know little about pro- 
tecting themselves from this disease. 

Research shows a key factor in suc- 
cessfully preventing osteoporosis has 
been the availability of equipment to 
measure bone density. 

Morgan County ARH Hospital has 
recently added the state-of-the-art GE 
Healthcare Lunar bone densitometer 
capable of detecting osteoporosis in its 
earliest stages. 

Using a bone densitometer, physi- 
cians can measure patient bone density 
and follow it over time. If the patient’s 
bone density is low, or decreases at an 
abnormally fast rate, the patient may 
be at risk for osteoporosis. Through 
changes in diet, exercise habits and/or 
medication, further deterioration of 
bone can be prevented. 

“In just 30 seconds, this highly pre- 
cise densitometer helps us identify risk 
at a much earlier stage. It can also 
evaluate response to treatment so that 
we know whether our therapy is effec- 
tive or if we need to modify our ap- 
proach,” said Morgan County ARH 
Radiologist Robert Buck, MD. “Recent 
research findings clarify the nature of 
the disease and demonstrate the effec- 
tiveness of new treatments. New diag- 
nostic devices, such as the GE 
Healthcare Lunar bone densitometer 
improve the early detection and treat-

ment of osteoporosis.” 

Osteoporosis results in more than 1 
million hip, spine, and wrist fractures 
annually. This disorder affects nearly 
one-half of all post menopausal 
women, the largest group at high risk 
for osteoporosis. 

Dr. Buck encourages individuals to 
visit the facility and be evaluated for a 
bone density examination. “There is no 



special preparation involved for the pa- 
tient. The exam is very brief and is a 
comfortable procedure for the patient,” 
he said.

beef industry and are a result of Home- 
land Security issues, BSE cases and ex- 
port problems with Japan.

Tax rates are approved, 
lease inked giving green 
light for animal shelter

At its regular meeting on Sept. 20, 
the Morgan County Fiscal Court ap- 
proved several bridge projects and 
awarded bids to the following contrac- 
tors: 

George Litteral Bridge, PBTHNOJJ, 
$92,500; Trace Fork Bridge, 
PBTHNOJJ, $52,500; Poplar Hollow 
Bridge, PBTHNOJJ, $52,500; right fork 
of Pleasant Run, PBTHNOJJ $52,500; 
Cow Branch Bridge, PBTHNOJJ, 
$64,000; White’s Branch Bridge, 
PBTHNOJJ, $74,000; Duck Creek 
Bridge, PBTHNOJJ, $65,000; and 
Spaws Creek Bridge, Frederick & May, 
$70,000. 

Morgan County Judge Executive Tim 
Conley said the federally-funded bridge 
project requires a state waiver for spe- 
cial projects due to executive spending 
stipulations. 

“There is a state regulation that a 
county judge can spend only 65 percent 
of the budget in his or her fourth term 
before Jan. 1,” Conley said. “Because 
of this, the court authorized County 
Treasurer Tommy Phipps to request a 
waiver for the $1 million bridge project 
and the $2 million sewer project.” 

Phipps also presented financial state- 
ments, which showed $750,000 in all 
county funds. 

“The county is in the black as of Sept. 
20,” Conley said. “This figure includes 
the general account as well as the road 
fund, with tax receipts coming in No- 
vember.” 

In other business, magistrates allot- 
ted $48,000 of coal severance funding

“Coal severance money comes from 
Frankfort,” Conley said. “This is Mor- 
gan County’s money and there is no pay- 
back on it. Magistrate Frankie Spencer 
and I strongly endorsed the fire and res- 
cue and football field projects, which 
magistrates Denzil Potter moved and 
Mike Gevedon seconded to approve.” 

The court also dispersed a $10,685.04 
state and federal Firewise Grant to the

As a comparatively poor state, 
Kentucky is always playing catch- 
up with wealthier states, includ- 
ing many of our neighbors. 

We spend millions of tax dol- 
lars a year to attract new business 
and industry to Kentucky, in ad- 
dition to lucrative tax abatements 
and incentives for companies to 
locate in the commonwealth. (It 
is anyone’s guess what the Ford 
Motor Company could have ex- 
tracted from the state treasury to 
keep its two plants in Jefferson 
County operating during the 
company’s massive downsizing.) 

Sometimes the public invest- 
ment in privately generated jobs 
is successful - Toyota. Sometimes 
those public dollars are wasted - 
a company opens but never gen- 
erates the jobs promised and de- 
parts after only a few years. 

One goal of the state’s eco- 
nomic development efforts is to 
promote new jobs in parts of the 
state where unemployment is high 
and the need for commerce and 
manufacturing is greatest. 

The more rural areas of Ken- 
tucky and in particular the moun- 
tain counties in the east are 
longstanding targets for improved 
living standards through job 
growth and economic develop- 
ment. 

But the businesses that are 
looking for places to expand also 
are looking for places their em- 
ployees and executives want to 
live. They look at the quality of 
schools in a community, health 
care availability and cultural at- 
tractions as much as highways and 
utilities to service a new plant. 

A report in The Lexington Her- 
ald-Leader last week gave a 
glimpse into the challenge of at- 
tracting new doctors to rural and 
mountain communities. 

A study by the Mountain As- 
sociation for Community Eco- 
nomic Development of Berea 
found that health care providers 
in more than 50 Eastern Kentucky 
counties need almost $100 million 
over the next three years - more 
than $62 million for construction 
or renovation of facilities, nearly 
$17 million for new equipment 
and $18 million in working capi- 
tal.

sured residents, uncertainties and 
cutbacks in Medicaid programs 
all make it difficult for needed 
health care improvements to be 
financed. 

The same factors also are a 
prime reason recent medical 
school graduates are reluctant to 
open new practices in those coun- 
ties. It is not cheap to open a 
medical clinic. 

Without expanded health care 
facilities and new doctors, how- 
ever, the area will not be able to 
attract the kind of new business 
and industry critical to its eco- 
nomic future. 

Why not apply the same in- 
centives to improved medical ser- 
vices in counties where it is most 
needed that we apply now to eco- 
nomic development in many of 
those same counties? 

A state-funded authority 
would have the ability to lend 
funds at reasonable but attractive 
interest rates to pay for new and 
renovated medical facilities and 
equipment. The authority would 
lend money to doctors who agree 
to locate their practices in coun- 
ties where their services are in 
most demand.

dents, parents, faculty, and staff! 
I was very impressed to learn that 
a Pace Setter School “ has the 
highest-scoring five percent of all 
schools that have reached the 
fourth recognition point (88) and 
met the dropout rate and novice 
reduction requirements. Sixty- 
three schools are Pace Setters for 
this accountability cycle, with 
indices ranging from 97.9 to 
116.1.” 

Now this is where I am con- 
fused: Out of the following el- 
ementary schools in Morgan 
County: 

•Ezel scored an average com- 
bined score of 107.1 — exceed- 
ing its goal of 86.3. 

•Cannel City scored a com- 
bined average of 94.3 — exceed- 
ing its goal of 78.6. 

•Wrigley scored a combined 
average of 91.8 — exceeding its 
goal of 87.7. 

•East Valley (by the way, our 
newest school built for 300 stu- 
dents with only 169 students) 
scored a combined average of 

81.0 — exceeding its goal of 75 .4. 

•West Liberty Elementary 

scored a combined average of 

80.0 — failing to meet its goal of 
80.1. 

With that said, that leaves West 
Liberty Elementary School 
(WLES) behind the Academic 
State Index by -4.2% ! In reading 
they (WLES) are behind -9.14%, 
in math they are behind - 8.11%, 
and in science behind -8.56%. 
Why is it that the only elemen- 
tary school that did not meet its 
goal was thrown a party? Don’t 
get me wrong; I am glad that the 
kids had a good time, but with the 
other four schools doing so well, 
you would think that someone 
would throw them a big party and 
put it in the paper. West Liberty 
Elementary, my hat’s off to you. 
I don’t know how you managed 
to throw a party complete with 
costumes, 700 sandwiches, and 
342 parents and still manage to 
make the paper deadline of noon 
on Monday the 15th. The test 
scores were not officially released 
to the public until Thursday, Sep- 
tember 21. 

To me, it appears that WLES 
is using a clever tactic by putting 
ten pictures in the paper of a party 
to celebrate that they achieved 10 
of 10 progress goals in the No 
Child Left Behind assessment but 
failed to notice that the school did 
not meet its goal for yet another 
year in the CATS assessment. 
Now I see why the school board 
is itching to merge West Liberty 
Elementary with Cannel City and 
Wrigley students! Let’s face it, 
parents, when we merge Cannel 
City and Wrigley Elementary 
with West Liberty Elementary, all 
students will suffer due to a mis- 
construed average, leaving every 
child left behind.

tor vehicle tires and retailers of 
agricultural tires. 

Passenger car tires, light- 
weight truck tires and agricultural 
tires can be accepted. 

Foam filled tires, heavy equip- 
ment tires (OTR), and solid tires 
with pressed rims can not be ac- 
cepted. 

Persons with an accumulation 
of 1 ,500 tires or more should con- 
tact the Morgan County Fiscal 
Court to schedule a site inspec- 
tion prior to the program dates 
listed above. Arrangements may 
be made by program personnel to 
pick up compact accumulations 
of 1,500 or more that are easily 
accessible by tractor-trailer. Ac- 
cumulations of tires that are too 
large or difficult to access will be 
inventoried for future abatement 
by the state.

While observers note that the 
special panel could have been 
called to look into nearly any- 
thing, rumors that its target could 
be Morgan County Judge Execu- 
tive Tim Conley have spurred 
wide attention.

equipment, which Emergency 
Management Director Irene 
Jenkins said will be used to pre- 
pare the county and city for wild- 
fires. 

“The city purchased a laptop 
computer and other GPS equip- 
ment to help E-911 locate fire 
hydrants and pinpoint houses,” 
Jenkins said. “This is one of sev- 
eral grants we have been ap- 
proved for, and it will be divided 
equally among all county fire de- 
partments.” 

Court members set the county 



tax rate at 5.5 percent (same as 
last year) and acknowledged the 
2006 tax rates set by the follow- 
ing special county tax districts: 

School, 44.9 percent (real es- 
tate and tangible); ambulance, 6.4 
percent (real estate and tangible); 
library, 4.9 percent (real estate) 
and 6.44 percent (tangible); 
health, 5.0 percent (real estate and 
tangible); extension, 9.6 percent 
(real estate) and 18.57 percent 
(tangible); soil conservation, 1.7 
percent (real estate); and fire 
acres, $0.02 per acre. 

“The county does not actually 
set tax rates for the special dis- 
tricts,” Conley said. “They set the 
rates and the court simply recog- 
nizes them. The only tax rate we 
set is our own.” 

Magistrates adopted a resolu- 
tion pertaining to the 2006 KIA 
Coal Development Grant for the 
Morgan County Water District, 
which allows the district to spend 
its portion of coal severance funds 
on line installments, repairs, etc. 

A motion to install an 8-foot 
culvert on John’s Branch Road 
was also confirmed. 

The court then authorized the 
Morgan County Administrative 
Code, which the public may view 
at Conley’s office on 450 
Prestonsburg St. in West Liberty. 

Morgan County Sheriff 
Mickey Whitt presented the 
Sheriff’s 2005 Tax Settlement, a 
routine action requiring the sher- 
iff to close out books on the pre- 
vious tax period. 

Before adjournment, the Mor- 
gan County Public Properties 
Corporation (which consists of 
fiscal court members) approved 
the lease of the former Valley 
Farm Supply store at Grassy, 
which will house an animal shel- 
ter by early- to mid-winter. 
Conley said the refuge is a joint 
effort of the fiscal court, Helping 
Hands for Animals and 
Woodsbend Youth Development 
Center. 

Members present were 
Conley, Mike Gevedon, Denzil 
Potter, Frankie Spencer, Darris 
Smith and Darrell Patrick. The 
next fiscal court meeting has been 
rescheduled for 7 p.m. Wednes- 
day, Oct. 18, as Morgan County 
Court Clerk Randy Williams will 
be away for a conference on the 
regularr Oct. 11 meeting date.

Small schools better for students, 
should be preserved, says report 



Small schools are more ben- 
eficial to students than larger 
schools and should not be shut 
down or consolidated, according 
to a report by the Rural School 
and Community Trust. “There is 
a battle going on out there, and 
it’s not pretty and certainly not 
rational. Across the country, states 
are pushing to close their small 
rural schools with the mistaken 
hope of saving money,” writes 
Lorna Jimerson. 

“The battle is even more illogi- 
cal when compared with the op- 
posing trend in urban areas, where 
reform efforts concentrate on 
breaking down dysfunctionally 



large schools and forming new 
smaller learning communities,” 
writes Jimerson. “Urban educa- 
tors, recognizing the proven ad- 
vantages of small schools, are 
actively pursuing a ‘smaller is 
better’ model.” 

According to the report, stu- 
dents in small schools have a 
higher graduation rate, are more 
likely to take advanced courses 
and have more overall economic 
success. There is more participa- 
tion in extra-curricular activities, 
which leads to more positive at- 
titudes about school and higher 
self esteem. Students have a 
stronger sense of belonging, 



which has been linked to less vio- 
lence and substance abuse. Small 
schools allow for more individu- 
alized teaching in smaller classes 
that especially benefits young 
children and disadvantaged stu- 
dents. Teachers enjoy work more, 
work more with colleagues and 
take more responsibility for their 
students’ learning. 

“Small schools are frequently 
the glue that binds together small 
communities, serving as their 
economic and social hub. Small 
villages that lose their schools 
lose more than a building — they 
lose their collective cultural and 
civic center,” writes Jimerson.

Child abuse and 
neglect have no 
simple answers 

A perpetrator of child abuse or 
neglect can be any person who 
has care, custody, or control of the 
child at the relevant time. This 
could include a parent, teacher, 
babysitter or day care staff per- 
son, relative, institution staff per- 
son, bus driver, playground atten- 
dant, caretaker, boy/girlfriend, or 
anyone with whom the child has 
contact. 

There are also instances when 
the parent or regular caretaker can 
be held responsible for abuse or 
neglect perpetrated by another. 
For example, when a parent al- 
lows the spouse to physically or 
sexually abuse their child, or 
when a child is left in inappropri- 
ate care and subsequently suffers 
abuse or neglect. 

The fact is there are no simple 
answers. Abuse or neglect rarely 
occur in clear, simple, and spe- 
cific terms. Abuse or neglect usu- 
ally result from complex combi- 
nations of a range of human and 
situational factors.

Alcohol still most 
abused drug by 
far, study says 

Alcohol remains the leading 
substance-abuse problem in rural 
America, by far, despite wide- 
spread reports of increased meth- 
amphetamine use in those areas, 
according to a new report from 
the Carsey Institute at the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire. 

“Substance Abuse in Rural and 
Small Town America” says a 
2003 national survey of rural and 
urban Americans ages 12 and 
older showed drinking at all ages 
is more common than other drug 
abuse in rural areas. Seventeen 
percent of rural adults aged 18- 
25 reported a drinking problem, 
compared to fewer than 1 percent 
who reported a problem with 
meth or other stimulants. Seven 
percent of rural youth aged 12-17, 
and 5.6 percent of rural adults 
over 25, reported an alcohol prob- 
lem, while both groups reported 
stimulant use at less than one- 
quarter of 1 percent. 

The study reports that rural 
youth are more likely to drink in 
homes where the parents are of- 
ten not present. Also, young 
adults in those areas are twice as 
likely to have drinking problems 
as young females, and unmarried 
adults are more likely to report a 
problem than married ones.

Grants available 
for tob. growers 
to access Internet 

Using county Phase 1 tobacco 
dollars, the Morgan County Ag 
Development Council will be the 
first county in the state to offer a 
pilot Satellite Broadband Cost- 
Share program for farmers. The 
purpose of the program will be 
to aid farmers in accessing the 
Internet via DSL, cable or wire- 
less broadband service. 

According to a 2005 USD A 
survey, fewer Kentucky farmers 
have access to the Internet (30%) 
compared to farmers in all other 
states. To remain competitive, 
farmers need the latest informa- 
tion including weather, market 
reports, equipment updates, and 
sales opportunities. 

To be eligible for this pro- 
gram, producers must show proof 
of tobacco involvement with one 
of the following as documented 
proof: evidence of a past Phase 
II payment; evidence of enroll- 
ment in the Tobacco Transition 
Payment program; or an executed 
current marketing contract for 
tobacco production. 

Applications for this program 
can be found at the Morgan 
County Extension Office (110 
Court St.), the Morgan County 
Judge Executive’s Office (450 
Prestonsburg St.), and farm stores 
beginning Thursday, October 
12 th . All grants must be post- 
marked by October 27th and 
mailed to the County Judge 
Executive’s office at 450 
Prestonsburg St., West Liberty, 
KY 41472. Applications must be 
fully completed and a farm serial 
number must be supplied. Hand 
delivered applications will not be 
accepted. Delivery confirmation 
is highly encouraged. 

The grant will cover 50% of 
the cost of equipment and instal- 
lation provided by a satellite 
broadband provider not to exceed 
$250 per producer and 50% of the 
cost of satellite broadband ser- 
vice for a period of one year, not 
to exceed $40 per month 
($480.00 for the one year) per 
producer. The grant must be 
matched dollar for dollar on a 
50% cost share basis. Receipts 



will be accepted from January 1 
of 2006. Total reimbursement 
amount will not exceed $730. To 
be eligible for reimbursement on 
one year of service, the producer 
must have the equipment in- 
stalled and a copy of a signed ser- 
vice contract (minimum of one- 
year).

Tax breaks increase 
for consv. easements 
to save rural land 

Rural land preservationists are 
encouraged by a law recently 
signed by President Bush, which 
increases federal tax benefits for 
landowners who establish conser- 
vation easements this year and 
next year. “The new law will ben- 
efit modest-income landowners 
who, under the old rules, got 
credit only for a small portion of 
the value of their donation,” re- 
ports the Union-Bulletin in Walla 
Walla, Wash. 

Conservation easements are 
designed to preserve property in 
its current state. The deduction 
for such donations, which give up 
the right to develop property or 
sell it for development, can now 
be up to half of a landowner’s 
adjusted gross income, instead of 
30 percent. If most of their in- 
come is from farming, ranching 
or forestry, landowners can de- 
duct all of their income. 

“Even more important, donors 
can now carry over deductions 
for their contribution for as many 
as 15 years instead of five years,” 
Beth Thiel, executive director of 
the Blue Mountain Land Trust, 
told Union-Bulletin writer Andy 
Porter. The trust, a non-profit 
based in Walla Walla, has been 
accepting such donations for six 
years in southeastern Washington 
and northeastern Oregon.

Wildlife Tourism 
Initiative receives 
$60,000 from ARC 

U.S. Rep. Harold “Hal” 
Rogers (KY-05) recently an- 
nounced that the Appalachian Re- 
gional Commission is awarding 
$60,000 to the Southern and East- 
ern Kentucky Tourism Develop- 
ment Association (SEKTDA). 
These funds will be used to de- 
velop a wildlife-based economic 
development plan for Eastern 
Kentucky and support the cre- 
ation of seven new tourism-re- 
lated businesses. 

“In the past few years by tak- 
ing PRIDE in our environment, 
we’ve made impressive strides in 
improving the natural habitat for 
fish, birds, deer, elk and black 
bear,” Rogers said. “Now we can 
use these efforts to expand our 
tourism base and invite compa- 
nies and entrepreneurs to show- 
case southern and eastern Ken- 
tucky to the world. Through 
SEKTDA’s leadership, these 
funds will help point us in the 
right direction.” 

The economic plan will iden- 
tify existing assets, develop trails 
and wildlife viewing areas as well 



as forge partnerships with state 
and local agencies, local govern- 
ments, the Kentucky Coal Asso- 
ciation and the Rocky Mountain 
Elk Foundation (RMEF). In ad- 
dition to ARC funds, $15,000 has 
been provided to SEKTDA, 
$2,000 from RMEF and $2,000 
from the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
This brings the total project fund- 
ing to $77,000. 

Rogers works to provide fund- 
ing for the ARC in his role as a 
senior member of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee.

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Are guards down? 

Deadly shootings highlight 
rural schools’ vulnerability 



“Are rural schools more vul- 
nerable” than urban and subirban 
ones to shootings like Monday’s? 
That’s the question Katie Couric 
asked school-safety expert Den- 
nis McCarthy on the CBS 
Evening News Monday night, 
and his answer was, in a word, 
yes — mainly because shootings 



aren’t expected at rural schools. 

“Monday’s rampage at an 
Amish school in Pennsylvania 
was another in a series of attacks 
in which four non-urban schools 
were targeted in the past several 
weeks by intruders committing 
murder, mayhem and sexual as- 
saults,” reports The Seattle 



Times, from news services. The 
story provides a list of deadly 
shootings at U.S. schools during 
the past several years. The story 
points out that rural schools 
rarely have metal detectors or 
other security measures typically 
found in urban schools. 

Tuesday’s Baltimore Sun in- 
cludes a first-person account of 
covering the Columbine 
shootings and how people won- 
dered how such crime could oc- 
cur in a rural school. “The an- 
swer, of course, is that evil can 
erupt anywhere — even, as we 
learned Monday, in Amish coun- 
try. The difference may be that, 
in a small town, a school looms 
as a particularly attractive target 
for someone seeking to truly hurt 
an entire community, says 
Katherine S. Newman, a sociolo- 
gist at Princeton who has re- 
searched school shootings,” 
writes Jean Marbella. 

One issue sure to be explored 
is what security measures already 
exist at schools. A Columbus Dis- 
patch story explores the effec- 
tiveness of lockdown drills and 
a new Ohio law requiring them. 
“If schools weren’t doing 
lockdown drills before, they will 
now. Even if the recent shootings 
didn’t change school officials’ 
minds, a state law that went into 
effect last week requires at least 
one drill during the school year,”

Immigrants account 
for third of growth 
in rural population 

Population growth in the ru- 
ral U.S. totaled 2.2 percent from 
2000 to 2005, and immigrants 
comprised nearly a third of that 
growth and all rural population 
growth in the Midwest, accord- 
ing to a new study from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

“Between 2000 and 2005, 
population growth in the Mid- 
west resulted entirely from inter- 
national migration, because 
population growth from natural 
increase (births minus deaths) 
was completely offset by domes- 
tic outmigration of mostly young 
adults. In addition, international 
migration contributed between 
18 and 28 percent of total 
nonmetro population growth for 
the West, South, and Northeast,” 
according to the study titled “Ru- 
ral America At A Glance.” 

Indiana, Oklahoma, Ala- 
bama, and New Mexico posted 
the largest percentage gains in 
rural population growth from 
immigrants. The largest rural 
population drops occurred in 
Kansas, Iowa, Illinois, and North 
Dakota. “Nonmetro population 
growth was higher among His- 
panics than non-Hispanic Whites, 
both in number (497,000 com- 
pared with 454,000) and rate (19 
percent compared with 1 per- 
cent),” according to the study.

Corporal punishment in 
schools has declined in recent 
decades, as 28 states have banned 
it, but it remains widespread “in 
rural parts of the South and the 
lower Midwest,” according to a 
Sept. 30 story in The New Your 
Times by Rick Lyman. A map 
with the story shows that and 
Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Alabama lead the nation in the 
practice, and that it is also 
prevalent in the states bordering 
those three states. 

“The most recent federal 
statistics show that during the 
2002-3 school year, more than 
300,000 American 

schoolchildren were disciplined 
with corporal punishment, 
usually one or more blows with 
a thick wooden paddle. 
Sometimes holes were cut in the 
paddle to make it more painful. 
Of those students, 70 percent 
were in . . . Texas, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Alabama and 
Arkansas,” Lyman writes.

conservative communities. In 
these areas, educators say, 
corporal punishment is far more 
accepted, resulting in clashing 
attitudes about child-rearing and 
using the rod.” 

Anthony Price, a Fort Worth 
middle school principal who 
recently resumed paddling and 
was pictured in the Times with 
his paddle, told Lyman, “It’s had 
a huge effect” on behavior. “The 
rule is, never hit in anger. We 
always talk to the child before the 
punishment, make sure they 
understand why it’s happening, 
and then talk to them again 
afterward. None of it is cold or 
harsh. We try to treat the kids like 



they’re our own.” 

Lyman notes that the 
American Academy of Pediatrics, 
the National Association of 
School Psychologists and the 
American Medical Association 
and American Bar Association 
“have come out against corporal 

punishment Among adherents 

of the practice is James C. 
Dobson, the child psychologist 
who founded Focus on the Family 
and is widely regarded as one of 
the nation’s most influential 
evangelical leaders.”

Rural healthcare 
lacking funds in 
Eastern Ky. 

Rural health care in Appala- 
chia needs innovative financing 
to improve medical care in an 
area where the business climate 
is shaky and where more patients 
are using Medicare and Medic- 
aid, according to a survey of 
more than 50 rural medical pro- 
viders and bankers in Eastern 
Kentucky. 

The survey, conducted by 
Mountain Association for Com- 
munity Economic Development, 
a small-business lender focused 
on Kentucky’s 51 Appalachian 
counties, estimated the need for 
funding at $100 million. That 
money is needed to improve and 
expand medical care in the next 
three years, but loans are tough 
to secure because of a struggling 
Medicaid system and the over- 
load of uninsured people in Ap- 
palachia, reports Barbara Isaacs 
of the Lexington Herald-Leader. 

“The survey also found rural 
providers struggling to keep up 
with the costs of innovation. 
Digital medical records and X- 
ray systems and upgraded 
Internet service would modern- 
ize health care, but few in the re- 
gion can afford them,” writes 
Isaacs. 

Federal funds to 
boost Operation 
UNITE in E.Ky. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Sept. 
28 — U.S. Congressman Harold 
“Hal” Rogers confirmed today 
that funding is being released to 
Operation UNITE to continue a 
comprehensive attack on drugs in 
southern and eastern Kentucky. 
The U.S. Department of Justice 
is awarding over $9.1 million to 
continue and expand efforts by 
Operation UNITE. The funding 
will be used to continue UNITE’s 
three-pronged strategy of inves- 
tigation, treatment, ana education 
initiatives. 

“We are turning the tide and 
seeing real results through Op- 
eration UNITE; getting kids 
hooked on fishing and not on 
drugs, putting drug pushers be- 
hind bars, rallying our commu- 
nities to take back neighbor- 
hoods, and helping those who 
need treatment to get the treat- 
ment they deserve,” stated 
Rogers. “Operation UNITE is 
now full throttle and this federal 
investment will build upon dem- 
onstrated success.” 

Operation UNITE, which 
stands for Unlawful Narcotics 
Investigations, Treatment & Edu- 
cation, serves 29 counties in 
southern and eastern Kentucky. 
The region-wide program has 



Wal-Mart Stores Inc. haqs an- 
nounced it will charge $4 per pre- 
scription for 291 generic drugs. 
“By using its might as the 
nation’s largest retailer and its 
ability to force suppliers to cut 
prices to the bone, the company 
has already begun the $4 price

competitors out of business and 
allowed it to dominate entire cat- 
egories of merchandise,” writes 
Day. About half of Wal-Mart 
stores are in rural areas.

Hashim Badr, pharmacist and

Times. “I could match them or 
beat them,” Badr said.

“For now, the price cuts will 
apply to fewer than 300 formu- 
lations of 150 drugs, a fraction 
of the roughly 2,000 generic 
drugs sold in most pharmacies,” 
reports The Wall Street Journal. 
Target Corp., the No. 2 discount 
retailer in the U.S. after Wal- 
Mart, said it would match the 
lower drug prices in its Tampa 
Bay stores immediately, The 
Associated Press reported. Target 
has not yet said whether it will 
match Wal-Mart’s drug prices as 
the program expands.

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Alcohol still most 
abused drug by 
far, study says 

Alcohol remains the leading 
substance-abuse problem in rural 
America, by far, despite wide- 
spread reports of increased meth- 
amphetamine use in those areas, 
according to a new report from 
the Carsey Institute at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire. 

“Substance Abuse in Rural 
and Small Town America” says 
a 2003 national survey of rural 
and urban Americans ages 12 and 
older showed drinking at all ages 
is more common than other drug 
abuse in rural areas. Seventeen 
percent of rural adults aged 18- 
25 reported a drinking problem, 
compared to fewer than 1 percent 
who reported a problem with 
meth or other stimulants. Seven 
percent of rural youth aged 12- 
17, and 5.6 percent of rural adults 
over 25, reported an alcohol 
problem, while both groups re- 



ported stimulant use at less than 
one-quarter of 1 percent. 

The study reports that rural 
youth are more likely to drink in 
homes where the parents are of- 
ten not present. Also, young 
adults in those areas are twice as 
likely to have drinking problems 
as young females, and unmarried 
adults are more likely to report a 
problem than married ones.

Morgan gets first win with 
65-6 rout of Powell County 



Ward rushes for 93 
yds., 3 TD’s; Conn gets 
interception and score

The Cougars took five weeks 
of frustration out on Powell 
County last Friday, scoring on 
their first two offensive plays on 
their way to a 65-6 blowout of the 
Pirates in Stanton. 

The game was over nearly as 
quick as it began. On Morgan 
County’s first play from scrim- 
mage, freshman Kyle Havens 
took the handoff and broke loose 
for a 53 yard touchdown run for 
a 6-0 Cougar lead. Just over two 
minutes later, the Cougars added 
another TD on a seven yard run 
by Brandon Ward to go up 12-0. 

But from there, it was lights 
out for Powell County as the Cou- 
gars hit offensive overdrive. 
Brandon Ward found a huge hole 
and ran 68 yards for touchdown 
at the 5:00 mark of the quarter. 
John Robert Henderson then 



completed a two-point conver- 
sion pass to Wes Montgomery to 
give Morgan a 20-6 lead. Less 
than two minutes later, a 30-yard 
run Henderson put the ball deep 
in Pirate territory. Montgomery 
then took it across the goal line 
with a seen yard scoring run for a 
20 point advantage. 

After Ward recovered a Powell 
County fumble, Henderson 
hooked up with Havens on a 22- 
yard completion. That would set 
up Henderson on an 11 -yard run 
around left end, diving onto the 
pylon to give his team a comfort- 
able 32-6 lead with 1:50 remain- 
ing in the period. 

The Cougar offense showed 
no quit in the second quarter. 
Brandon Ward picked up his third 
touchdown on five yard run to 
give Morgan a 39-6 lead. Randy 
Wood’s team continued to p lay 
add on with a 10-yard scoring 
pass from Henderson to wide re- 
ceiver Matt Harris. A point after 
kick from Tim Foley put Morgan 
up by 40. The Cougars got their 



final score of the half when 
Henderson found the end zone 
from 10 yards out. Another Foley 
extra point made it 53-6 at the 
half. 

The night only got longer for 
Powell County in the second half. 
Matt Harris got his second score 
of the game — this one coming 
off a 76-yard touchdown pass 
from quarterback Steven McNeal. 
The Cougars then mounted their 
final scoring drive following a 
Geordon Conn interception of 
Pirate quarterback Billy Rice. 
Conn then completed the ensuing 
drive with an 1 1 -yard scoring run 
to make for the 65-6 final score. 

Morgan County finished with 
317 total yards, including 93 from 
Brandon Ward. Kyle Havens 
gained 7 1 yards, while John Rob- 
ert Henderson added 55. Zach 
Burton and Wes Montgomery 
combined for 48. 

Matt Harris enjoyed his big- 
gest offensive game of the season, 
with two catches for 86 yards.

Coach Wood believes 
Henderson’s best 
is yet to come at QB

After 15 wins in the past two 
years, the 2006 football season 
has been plenty tough on every- 
one. 

The Cougars were hit hard by 
graduation and even harder by 
injuries. Quarterback Andy 
Fannin and running back Derrick 
Young, arguably the team’s top 
two players, have been lost for the 
year. Fannin’s season ended be- 
fore it started after his right shoul- 
der failed to heal properly after 
surgery. Young suffered a high 
ankle sprain in the opener against 
Rowan County and has never 
been the same. 

However, all is not lost as 
Morgan still holds out hope for a 
third consecutive playoff berth. 
The Cougars 59-point thrashing 
of Powell County last Friday gave 
the team its first district win in 
three games. And although the 
Pirates are a far cry from the 
region’s elite, the Cougars played 
well and executed to near perfec- 
tion. In fact, Randy Wood was 
more than pleased with his team’s 
performance. 

“This is a game we can defi- 



nitely build on,” Wood said ear- 
lier this week. “I thought we 
played well on the defensive side. 
Against West Carter, we played 
well defensively but couldn’t 
hold on to the football. Against 
Powell, we took care of business 
and did the things we were sup- 
posed to do.” 

Even though post-season play 
remains a definite possibility, 
Wood insists that it is the furthest 
thing from his mind. 

“Honestly, I’m not even think- 
ing about it,” Wood said. “Yes, we 
can still get there, but I am disap- 
pointed in how we’ve played 
overall. This team has been so up 
and down. We really should be 3- 
3. We’re much better than what 
we’ve shown.” 

Wood knows any post-season 
hopes the Cougars have depend 
largely on the play of John Rob- 
ert Henderson. Forced to play 
quarterback for the first time, 
Henderson has received on-the- 
job training for much of the sea- 
son. The senior has rushed 58 
times for 390 yards and six touch- 
downs. He has added another 
three scores and 215 yards 
through air. 

“John Robert has endured fun- 
damental problems and some is- 
sues with reads but he’s gained a 
lot of experience and improved 



every week,” Wood said. “I still 
don’t believe we’ve seen his best 
game. I’m convinced there’s a lot 
John Robert can do on the foot- 
ball field we’ve not seen yet. I’d 
like to see him put it all together.” 

Henderson still has plenty of 
time to put all that talent on dis- 
play. He and the Cougars have 
four games remaining, including 
Estill County on the road and 
Lewis County at home over the 
next two weeks. The Cougars will 
then host Fleming County before 
closing the campaign against East 
Carter in Grayson.

Spurrier comes 
to town 

It’s a game of monumental 
importance for Kentucky coach 
Rich Brooks. So important that a 
win could almost guarantee his 
return t o UK in 2007. 

This Saturday, the Wildcats 
tangle with SEC eastern division 
foe South Carolina in Lexington. 
But if you think this game is just 
about beating the Gamecocks, 
think again. This one is bout 
sticking it to a coach that has 
stuck it to the Wildcats for years. 
Saturday night is all about beat- 
ing Steve Spurrier.. 

Spurrier has tormented Ken- 
tucky fans time and time again. 



There’s no coach in college foot- 
ball UK fans love to hate more 
than Spurrier. In 13 games, he has 
never lost to UK. Of course, the 
majority of those wins came as 
head coach at Florida. While in 
Gainesville, Spurrier made it a 
point to not only beat the Cats, 
but humiliate the,. With scores 
like 73-7 and 65-0, the ole ball 
coach would much rather run up 
the score than call off the dogs. 
No lead was good enough. 
Spurrier always wanted more. 

Last year, UK fans finally saw 
a decent opportunity to beat him. 
But a host of costly turnover 
turned a tight game into a blow- 
out as USC ran away with a 44- 
16 victory. This year, Spurrier’s 
return to Commonwealth Sta- 
dium has Wildcat fans licking 
their chops. They see it as a 
golden opportunity for some long 
overdue payback. 

But beating Spurrier certainly 
won’t be easy. The Gamecocks 
came within a dropped touch- 
down pass of beating #2 ranked 
Auburn in Columbia last week. 
USC also held #12 Georgia to just 
1 8 points in week two of the sea- 
son. 

But Kentucky fans are hold- 



ing out hope that this could be the 
year. A win over the Gamecocks 
would provide a major boost for 
a struggling program. First of all, 
it would make UK 4-0 at home 
for the first time in 19 years. It’s 
already the first time in 14 years 
that the Wildcats have had three 
wins by the end of September. But 
more importantly, it would put 
UK just two wins from being 
bowl eligible and make the Cats 
2-1 in SEC play. 

South Carolina will have to 
deal with one of the nation’s hot- 
test quarterbacks. Andre 
Woodson continues to light up 
opponents, ranking second in the 
nation with 14 touchdown passes, 
opposed to just two interceptions. 
He’s completed 61 percent of his 
passes and already thrown for 
nearly 1,200 yards. 

This is the biggest game of the 
Rich Brooks era at Kentucky. If 
there’s ever been a game for the 
players to leave it all on the field, 
this is it. It’s the chance to turn a 
potentially good season into a 
great one. 

Kickoff for Kentucky and 
South Carolina is slated for 7:00 
in Lexington. It will be broadcast 
nationally on ESPN2.
